A farmer starts a 
new tree. 


A farmer uses parts of two apple 
trees to start a new tree. The 
farmer joins small branches from 
a grown tree to the trunk of a 
young tree. The branches are 
called shoots. 





The shoots and 
trunk grow. 


The farmer covers the shoots 
and trunk with wax to keep them 
healthy. The shoots and trunk 
grow together into a new tree. 
This tree will make tasty apples. 





The tree gets big. 


The tree gets taller. Branches 
grow from the trunk. Leaves grow 
from the branches. 





Flowers open. 


When the tree is about three 
years old, it begins to grow 
flowers. Flowers bloom from the 
branches each spring. 
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The flowers fall. 


The flower petals fall to the 
ground in late spring. Tiny new 
apples are left behind. The new 
apples are green. 





The apples grow. 
Young apples are too sour to eat. 


Water and sunlight help them to 
grow bigger and sweeter. 
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The apples change. 


The apples become ripe. Some 
kinds of apples turn red or yellow. 
Others stay green. Ripe apples 
are juicy and sweet. 
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Workers pick the 
apples. 


Apples are ripe in late summer or 
early fall. It is time for workers to 
pick them from the tree. Apples 
are usually picked by hand. 
Workers use ladders to pick 
apples at the top of the tree. 
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People buy the apples. 


Trucks take the apples to be sold. 
These people are buying apples 
at an apple stand. Many people 
buy apples at grocery stores. 
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Crunch! 


Take a bite. This juicy fruit has 
grown from shoot to apple.
